Mine Workers Union and the Ameri 
can -Flint -Glass •Wbrkefs 'Union Ille- 
gal organizations and also combina- 
tions in restraint of trade under the 
Sherman law. Judge Dayton issued 
broad injunctions, respectively to the 
Hitcfiman Coal and. Coke.company of 
Wheeling, W. Va., against the mine 
workers' officers, iptClUding Secretary 
Wilson of the department of labor, 
who was formerly secretary-treasur- 
er, and to the Eagle Glass and Man- 
ufacturing company of W'ellsburg, W. 
Va., against .the glass workers' or- 
ganization. 


Judge Dayton's decrees and in- 


junctions were annuled by the fourth 
circuit court of appeals and the cor- 
porations' injunction suits 
ordered 


dismissed. The companies then ap- 
pealed to the supreme court. 


Labor interests have been closely 


watching both cases, more recently 
because questions are presented re- 
;arding contractual freedom similar 
to those in the Adamson law test 
case. 
'Bdf.ii West Virginia compan- 


ies, operating "open shop", have con- 
tracts with employes not to join a 
union. 
They sought to restrain un- 


ion solicitation, even by peaceable 
persuasion and argument, of 
their 


workmen, contending that such so- 
licitation interferes 
with -constitu- 


tional liberty of contract. 
The cir- 


cuit court upheld union 
rights to 


peaceably

It is the power of almost every

health and cleanliness. 
While the 


condition of the hair is largely a 
matter of physical health, yet cer- 
tain characteristics are the result of 
fastidious care and cultivation. Un- 
kept, "touselly" hair, powdered with 
dandruff, 
is 
always a repulsive 


sight. 
At all times the hair 
should be 


kept clean; by doing so one not only 
prolongs its life of beauty, but th,«, 
hair may be controlled more easily 
when the coiffure is being arranged. 


Should one prefer to shampoo 


one's hair at home I would advise a 
careful selection of a soap that is 
suitable for one's hair and to always 
insist on its use. Some prefer using 
soft soap instead of rubbing a bar of 
soap directly on the hair.

soap in cake form is rubbed direct- 
ly on the hair it occasionally comes 
off in small lumps that are difficult 
to rinse out later.

We en- 
close a publication giving details of 
the methods of feeding and attract- 
ing wild birds and trust that you 
will be interested in adding bird 
feeding stations to the attractions in 
your parks. By means of them you 
can bring to 
convenient observa- 


tion points several species of the 
most attractive, interesting, and val- 
uable birds. 
Such feeding stations 


are of great interest to children and 
give the boys and girls a chance to 
learn birds whiie they are having the 
enjoyment of feeding them. 


"The bulletin "we enclose special- 


izes on the use of 
fruit-producing 
trees and shrubs in attracting birds 
and we hone that this feature also 
will be of interest to you. 


"We are aware that park officials 


in various cities have already taken 
up bird feeding and that the move- 
ment has proved popular. We shall 
be glad to receive reports on the suc- 
cess of the pHan from any who have 
tried it, and those who have not are 
urged to do so even if only on a 
small scale. We are sure that the 
results will be satisfactory to them 
as well as helpful to the birds."

Rome, Dec 15.—Notwithstanding 


the presence of the pope, respect for 
or fear of whom is supposed so far 
to have saved Rome from aerial at- 
tacks, it is row taken tor granted 
that the Eternal 
City 
with 
her 


countless monuments and works of 
art may soon be attacked by Austri- 
an auators. 


The Italian 
military 
authorities 


have been actively engaged for sev- 
eral months preparing to protect the 
city from a raid, with an elaborate 
signal system arranged hy William 
Marconi to "warn the defenders of the 
city of the approach of enemy aero- 
planes. The Roman newspapers re- 
cently published notices 
that 
the 


alarm would consist of five cannon 
shots, "With the 
usual 
ringing 
of 


church bells as a signal that the dan- 
ger was over. 


While so far it has proven 
im- 


possible to prevent sporadic attacks 
on London, Paris, Venice, and other 
cities, arrangements have been made 
that may at least prevent the escape 
of raiders who attack Rome. 
The 


city is favored by two low mountain 
ranges between her and the Adriatic 
sea, a distance of 125 miles. 
But 


should the aeroplanes escape 
the 


coast guns and the anti-aerial guns 
planted on these mountain tops, the 
advancing aeronauts will still find in 
their path numerous squadrons of 
Italian machines. 
The city itself is 


armed with numerous high 
power 


searchlights 
and anu-aerial 
guns. 


The famous Seven Hills of Rome, in- 
cluding the Capitoline 
above 
the 


iForum, have had 
each 
been 
so 


armed. 


The Janiculum Hill, which domin- 


ates St. Peter's church and the Vati- 
can, the Pope's residence, has sever- 
al guns planted on its brow. The 
Vatican is protected by another set 
of guns near the Castel Sant 'Ancelo. 
the solid and 
lofty marble tomb 


built for the Emperors, when Home 
•was the world's battle center, and 
later converted into a fortress. 


While there is no uneasiness fell 


by the people of Rome for their own 
safety, it is certain, however, that a 
bomb dropped anywhere inside its 
limits could hardly miss destroying 
some work of art 
in the 
world's 


richest monumental city.

The effect of wind upon trees is pow- 


erful. 
Even the presence or absence 


of forests may be determined by the 
character of the prevailing wind or 
the conditions that modify it. The 
wind acts as a drying agent, giving a 
special aspect to many plants.

Ohio Experiment Station with ma- 
nure used alone and when reinforc- 
ed with such materials as acid phos- 
phate, raw phosphate, gypsum and 
kainit. an application of eight tons 
of stall manure per acre on corn has 
produced 3.9 bush*];- of corn, one 
bushel of wheat and 470 pounds of 
hay more than th^ fame amount of 
manure left in an open barnyard for 
three winter months. 
With corn at 


70 cents a bushel., wheat at $1.00 
and hay at $10 a ton. this increase 
would be worth 75 cents for keeping 
a ton of manure under shelter or for 
hauling it directly from stable to 
field.
